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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The instant invention is deemed to be directed to an unobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in U. S. Patent No. 3,203,183 to Lucien. The improvement comprises an 
electro-hydrostatic failsafe actuator with an accumulator pump that is immersed in the reservoir, 
the accumulator pump contained in a failsafe flow circuit for delivering pressurized fluid 
contained in the reservoir to a trip accumulator and a solenoid actuated trip valve mounted in the 
failsafe circuit, the trip valve being connected to one of the cylinder chambers by a trip line, the 
trip valve being closed when in an energized condition and opened when in a de-energized 
condition whereby pressurized fluid in the accumulator is delivered into the one chamber to 
move the piston rod to a desired position for the purposes of providing a compact electrically 
operated linear actuator that integrates all controls and components to provide rapid and efficient 
heat dissipation and cooling to all heat producing parts.
